Tracking transport, or riders?

CTA quietly tested 
controversial geolocation 
‘beacons’ last month

The CTA last month quietly tested contro- 
versial geolocation technology, currently used 
by stores and restaurants to alert passersby— 
via smartphones— about deals at the busi- 
nesses. The transit agency is looking at how 
this technology can be used to give riders bus 
and train tracking information. 

Titan, the CTA’s advertising broker, in- 
stalled Bluetooth-enabled sensors called “bea- 
cons” in 40 locations near ii high-traffic rail 
stations in a two-week pilot last month, CTA 
spokesman Brian Steele said. Titan removed 
the sensors, but the CTA is planning another 
pilot of the technology later this year. 

The beacons, powered by San Diego-based 
Gimbal, have come under fire recently New 
%rk City officials removed the sensors from 
500 pay phone booths earlier this month be- 
cause Titan did not have the proper city ap- 
proval, according to media reports. Gimbal 
did not immediately return a call for comment. 

One Chicago digital privacy expert called 
these beacons a “massive invasion of privacy” 
because the sensors know a person’s location. 

“Knowing a person’s location can reveal 
whether she is at a mosque or church or syna- 
gogue, whether she is at an abortion clinic, 
an AIDS clinic or meeting with a competi- 
tor of her employer,” Lori Andrews, an IIT 
Chicago-Kent College of Law professor and 
director of the Institute for Science, Law and 
Technology, told RedEye. 

In a news release, Titan’s chief strategy of- 
ficer Dave Etherington was quoted as saying: 
“We believe that beacon technology is a major 
step in helping cities become more connected 
and deliver a great experience to its residents 
and visitors. We look forward to working with 
the CTA to understand the benefits of this 
technology and are committed to conduct- 
ing the test in a transparent, open manner to 
eliminate privacy concerns.” 

Here’s how the beacons, or sensors, work. 
When a person walks by a sensor, it emits 
signals to the person’s smartphone if he or 
she has the Bluetooth feature on the phone 
enabled and an app on the phone that can re- 
ceive the signals. 

Stores use these sensors to alert nearby 
shoppers of deals, which pop up on their 
smartphones. Taco Bell uses the sensors to 
distribute coupons while Starbucks allows 


customers to place orders without having to 
wait in line, the American Banker reported. 
RedEye also uses this technology in its iPhone 
and Android app. 

Steele says these sensors themselves can- 
not see, collect or store any information, but 
Andrews said she found at least one app that 
utdizes beacon signals and collects informa- 
tion including the duration of time the phone 
is near the sensor. 

Steele said the CTA is looking into how 
beacon technology could be useful for CTA 
riders. The two-week trial last month was just 
to confirm the sensors work, not to provide 
information to riders, Steele said. Titan paid 
to install and remove the sensors but Steele 
did not know that pricetag. Titan confirmed 
the CTA pilot was successful and the technol- 
ogy works. 

The trial did not go before the CTA board 
for approval, Steele said, but said “tests of new 
technologies— which the CTA does frequent- 
ly— are not required to go before the board.” 

The II rail stations in the first test were the 
Midway Orange Line stop; the Eullerton and 
Belmont stops on the Red, Brown and Purple 
fines; the Addison, Lake and Grand Red Line 


stops; the WashingtonA)i 7 ells and Clark/Lake 
Loop stations; the Jackson and O’Hare Blue 
Line stops; and the Roosevelt stop on the 
Red, Orange and Green fines. 

Steele said the sensors possibly could pro- 
vide more accurate train and bus tracker in- 
formation to riders. If a rider is standing on a 
platform of a station such as the Clark/Lake 
Loop station, where multiple fines stop, plat- 
form train tracker displays show all the train 
tracking information for the various fines. 

This technology could identify if a rider at 
Clark/Lake is standing on the platform for the 
Brown and Green fines or on the Blue Line 
subway platform and provide specific train 
tracking information based on the rider’s loca- 
tion directly to the rider’s phone, Steele said. 

The technology also may sense which exact 
stop bus riders are standing at on a busy street 
served by multiple bus fines and provide tai- 
lored bus tracking information. 

“Part of the upcoming pilot test will be to 
explore these and other ways that the beacons 
might be used to provide better location- 
based information to customers or even assist 
in providing better customer service func- 
tions,” Steele said. 


EMANUEL DEFENDS CTA 
RANDOM BAG SCREENING PLANS 

Mayor Emanuel on Monday defended a 
Chicago Transit Authority plan to randomly 
screen baggage for explosives at some train 
stations, saying the checks make sense out 
of an “abundance of caution.” 

“The world is different,” Emanuel said 
when asked to justify the checks that 
start the week of Nov. 3. “We need to 
be constantly updating our safety and 
security.” 

The mayor said the bag checks, which 
civil liberties advocates have criticized, will 
respect riders’ privacy and will not lead to 
profiling of certain types of people, tribune 


In the future pilot, likely to come this year, 
the CTA will announce the test as well as bea- 
con locations, Steele said. 

Andrews said the CTA already knows too 
much about riders through the Ventra card 
program, which keeps track of the time and 
locations where riders tap their cards. 

“When big transit becomes Big Brother, we 
aU lose our privacy,” Andrews said.

Matchmakers regain 
popularity as love-seekers 
tire of online scene

The Internet has upended innumerahle tradi- 
tional business models. Travel agents. Retail 
stores. Newspapers. 

'Yet online dating, which has ballooned into 
a $2.1 billion industry used by almost 40 per- 
cent of dating singles, hasn’t killed one of the 
most old-fashioned professions: matchmakers. 

Some of these professional cupids say 
they are seeing renewed and expanded in- 
terest in their services as disillusioned digi- 
tal daters trade computer algorithms for hu- 
man judgment. 

“People have dating [overload]— they’re on 
Tinder, Match, OkCupid,” said Talia Gold- 
stein, co-founder and CEO of Three Day 
Rule, Match.com’s “white glove” matchmak- 
ing partner. “I think people are getting so con- 
fused by all the options that they are looking 
for someone to help them.” 

Three Day Rule, which launched in Chica- 
go this year, charges men and women $3,500 
for three months of personal matchmaking 
and $5,000 for a six-month package that in- 
cludes date coaching, styHng and professional 
photography to help clients present their 
most attractive selves. 

Founded in 2010 in Los Angeles and also 
serving San Francisco and New York, the 
company plans to expand to "Washington, 
D.C., and Boston this fall and an additional 
20 cities next year, thanks to funding from 
Match, Goldstein said. 

Goldstein said the service gets 40 to 
50 new paying clients each month, and has 
a database of about 30,000 singles that 
matchmakers scour to find the best candi- 
dates for their clients. (It is free to join the 
database, which is not viewable to anyone 
but the matchmakers.) 

At first, 70 percent of clients were women, 
she said, though now it is closer to 50-50. 

“I think women are working really hard 
and want someone to do the [dating] work 
for them,” Goldstein said of the heavy inter- 


est from women. “It’s like outsourcing your 
love life.” 

Some matchmakers say their cHentele 
is getting younger, a sort of retro backlash 
against the immediacy and photo-centric ap- 
proach of the Tinder era. 

Stef Safran, founder of the 5-year-old Chi- 
cago matchmaking service Stef and the City, 
said she has noticed an uptick in 20-some- 


thing chents who tell her they are tired of the 
casual nature of many dating websites, wary 
of misleading photos or overwhelmed by the 
magnitude of profiles they must pick from 
and compete with. 

“They don’t want to go out with three dif- 
ferent people a week,” Safran said. 

These young clients aren’t necessarily on 
the hunt for a spouse, she said, as is the classic 


purpose of matchmakers, but they do want a 
better dating experience. 

Leshe Wardman, co-founder of Chicago- 
based Ambiance Matchmaking, said most of 
her clients were 40-somethings in transition 
after divorce when she started the company 
14 years ago. But recently more men and 
women in their 20s and 30s have been signing 
up to get set up. 
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estate clients. While she said she has no 
trouble meeting men, she struggles to pin- 
point the right ones without wasting time or 
causing heartache, and she likes the idea of 
getting help from an ally with her best inter- 
ests in mind. 

Wardman said the company is picky about 
who it accepts, and is particularly strict about 
education. Ninety-five percent of her clients 
have college degrees and 70 percent have ad- 
vanced degrees, she said. 

Wardman typically matches clients with 
one another, based on a variety of factors, in- 
cluding how they were raised, the energy they 
exude, and whether they look good togeth- 
er— although, as a policy, she doesn’t share 
photos before setting up a date. 

“We don’t promise love and marriage, but 
we promise that they will have a lot in com-

READY FOR THE WORLD 
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How does Taylor Swift hold up against 
her creative contemporaries? 
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By Dana Moran 

REDEYE 

Taylor Swift has 
sold millions upon 
millions of albums, 
but it’s not because 
of her just-OK voice. 
What makes her 
work special is the 
heart and sincerity 
she puts into it. Seri- 
ously: Not every pop 
star becomes an icon 
for teenage breakups 
and aw-shucks excitement. 

So it’s odd that the 24-year-old singer fol- 
lows 2012’s great, genre-straddling “Red” with 
the disappointingly anonymous “1989,” her 
fifth studio album and the first she’s openly 
labeled “pop.” Taylor is richer than Scrooge 
McDuck and isn’t far from having double 
digits worth of Grammys. An album named 
after the year in which she was born shouldn’t 
suggest that her past records were just paying 
the bills and that she’s finally ready to express 
herself through the power of pop music, 
right? Methinks something suspicious is go- 
ing on here. A few possibilities: 

» Bestie Lena Dunham needed a few more 
tunes for the “Girls” soundtrack. 

» This Taylor is a clone; the real one is 
living in Montana with a cowboy lover and 
fully functioning ranch (over-under on sheep: 
eight). 

» She decided that being richer than 
Scrooge isn’t enough. Her current goal: richer 


than Martha Stewart. 

At any rate, “1989” sounds so unlike 
anything Tay has done in the past (which is 
the point, for better and worse) that it may as 
well be a new Selena Gomez album. (Oh, hey, 
she’s aTaylor bestie too! This explains a ton.) 
And since comparing “1989” with the singer’s 
previous work would lead to using the word 
“boring” about 18 times, I took a step back 
and tried to listen as objectively as possible. 
Here’s what happened. 

SONGS I OBJECTIVELY LIKED: 

» “Out of the Woods.” Super-catchy chorus. 
Would dance in my bedroom to this. 

» “Wildest Dreams.” One of the few songs 
that evokes genuine nostalgia and emotion. 

» “Clean.” Moody and cool, this one feels like 
Taylor is maturing. 

SONGS I OBJECTIVELY DISLIKED: 

» “Welcome To New York.” Ugh, shut up. 

» “Blank Space.” The opening beat sounds 
vaguely stolen from Nicki Minaj’s far supe- 
rior “Beez in the Trap.” At first I thought 
Swift was singing, “Got a long list of Star- 
bucks lovers,” which too percent sounds like 
something Taylor would say 
» “Bad Blood.” And I quote, “Band-Aids don’t 
fix bullet holes.” Really Taylor? He shot you? 

The whole hollow, formulaic thing is 
tinged with ’8os-inspired synthesizers and 
features at least two references to Taylor’s lip 
color. Can we go back to 2012?

Is there anything Amy 
Poehler can’t do? 

With “Yes Please,” 
out Tuesday the mod- 
ern day Renaissance 
woman proves her co- 
medic talents trans- 
late into the written 
word almost as well 
as when displayed live 
from New York. 

The memoir/ 
scrapbook of stories

form (a haiku about plastic surgery and a 
handwritten acrostic about Tina Fey), some 
are written entirely by other people (Seth 
Meyers and her parents) and one 
features fake notecards from 
her imaginary 2013 Golden 
Globes acceptance 
speech (she lost that 
year, but got to sit in 
George Clooney’s 
lap). You never know 
what’s coming next. 

The result is 
an entertaining, if 
somewhat haphazard 
ride. The reader certainly 
never gets the chance to feel 
bored, but the jumps from sec- 
tion to section can give you literary whiplash. 

Despite this rather reckless approach in 
structure, Poehler plays the memoir game 
safely If you’re looking for juicy details about 
her split from Will Arnett or gossip from the 


sets of “SNE’ and “Parks and Rec,” turn else- 
where. She only has nice things to say about 
her co-workers (or at least avoids writing the 
opposite), and neither dwells on her divorce 
nor completely ignores it, instead 
mentioning it matter-of-factly 
when necessary Her dignified 
approach remains a through- 
and-through class act.

handful of instances, she manages not to get 
too personal— quite a feat considering this is 
her memoir. 

It’s near the end of the book when she 
appears to hit her stride. In the second-to- 
last chapter, which focuses on her sons and a 
humanitarian trip she made to Haiti, Poehler 
finally writes from the heart. Her words come 
across as eloquent, honest and effortlessly 
funny capable of provoking laughter and 
tears within the space of a single paragraph. 

Poehler mentions throughout that it’s an 
odd time in her life to write a book: age 43, 
middle of divorce, raising two young kids, 
not far enough removed from her TV shows 
to look back on them adequately But were 
she to pick up the pen/laptop again in a few 
years, would I want to read what Amy Poe- 
hler has to write?
